a power semiconductor device (since it is a LDMOS- 
type transistor) comprising a layer of the SOI type 
(1) and electric connection means (15) that extend 
through the insulating layer (20) , connecting the 
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epitaxially grown material (22; 32) to the contact 
(25) located on the rear surface. 

The disclosure in claims 1, 3, 4 and 6-10 is 
therefore not novel .
